The immediate printing of the hills,

Six million men are believed by es­ 
timators to have been killed, wounded 
or captured in tive mouths, and $7.000.- 
000,090 has been expended and untold 
billions more in money have gone to 
waste in consequence of the paralysis 
of production. 
Germany and Austria together are 
estimated to have lost 71,500,000 men in 
battle, of whom 600.000 were killed. 
The allies’ losses in men foot up more 
than 2-<k*0,000» of whom 500,000 ar* 
dead. 
Servia has lost 250,000 men. killed 
w o u n d e d and missing. 
Germany and Austria have expended 
$2.500,000,000, the allies $4,500,000.000. 


Cost of W ar In Men. 
Careful study and comparison of th* 
available statem ents and estim ates ol 
casualties of all sorts, killed, wounded 
and missing, are conclusive upon that 
point. 
In the eases of Russia, France, Bel 
gium, Austria and »Servia no official 
lists have been published, and any in 
formation is dedueible only from un 
official estim ates, while in Germany 
til«* 
only 
lists available deal 
with 
(he Prussian losses. Those of Bavaria. 
Saxony and Württemberg are not an 
thoritatively published. 
According to 
the 
latest 
Prussian 
casualty 
lists 
bringing the figures up to the begin 
ning of November, the total losses, in 
eluding dead, wounded and missing 
among the Prussian troops, were 703, 
2<>2, while the total casualties of all 
the armies of the German states, cal 
ciliated up to the same date, are said 
to be 250,000 killed, 400,000 missing 
and 850,000 wounded. 
To these figures must be added the 
estim ates of the casualties in the fight­ 
ing for the last two months, which 
have been particularly heavy in Po­ 
land and in the east of France, or al­ 
most 1,000,000 in killed, wounded and 
captured. 
Hence, according to the best inform** 
tion available, Germany as a whole 
has lost close upon 2,000,000 men in 
five months of evar. 


Great Britain’s Losses. 


The British casualty lists have been 
published regularly, but those of the 
rank and file are from a month to 
five weeks behind. 
Premier Asquitb 
stated on Nov. 13 that Britain’s total 
casualties up to Oct. 31 were 57,000. 
But the intervening days had seen 
some of the fiercest fighting of the 
war on the western front, and on 
Nov. 22 Lord Newton, speaking ap 
parently with knowledge, though not 
officially, put the British casualties at 
80,000, and unofficial estim ates up to 
the end of tin* year place the British 
casualties at 195,000. 


Estim ates For France. 


France has published no casualty 
lists, but it was officially admitted <-n 
Dec. 23 that 4S9,733 wounded men had 
been treated up to Nov. 30, of whom

Cost of the W ar In Money. 


The only definite clew to the cost of 
the present war was given the othei 
day by Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Lloyd-George when lie stated that i 
was costing Gn at Britain $225.000.00r 
a month. 
Premier Asquith had pre­ 
viously announced 
in the house of 
commons when asking for an addition 
al vote of credit of $1,125,000,000 that 
th** outlay was l*etweeu $4.500.000 and 
$.“.000.<KX> a day; hence Mr. Lloyd 
George's 
Increased 
estim ate cans* d 
some surprise. 
But even his figure presumably does 
not include tin* whole cost of the war. 
it is impossible as yet to calculate 
what Great Britain is losing in trade 
and industry. 
Britain is £225.000,000 
($1,125.000,000) poorer by the war to 
date. 
Her expenditures seem largely 
out of proportion to the number of 
men she has In the field, but that is 
accounted for by tin* heavier outgoings 
on her navy and th** expenditure of 
her greatly Increase* 1 army, which now 
numbers 2.000.000, and also that, un 
like the continental powers, she is 
carrying on extensive operations, eithm 
offensive or defensive, practically all 
over the world. 
The French financial experts stat* 
that the war is costing France $300, 
000,000 a month; therefore her outlay 
has been $1.500.000,000. 
But the French financial loss from 
the results **f the war are vastly great 
er than Great Britain’s because all he* 
industries except those immediately 
dependent upon war requirements lmv* 
been destroyed for tlie time being. Foi 
install*«», it is estim ated that in Lille 
Roubaix and Yprea alone machinery 
worth $90,000.000 has been destroyed 
or damaged by tbe Germans, and, of 
course, there is further loss by tli 
stopping of all production in the oc* u 
pied region* which industrially is per 
haps the most important in France. 


Drain Upon Russia. 
Financial experts say Russia cannot 
be keeping her vast armies in Poland 
and the Caucasus at a less cost than 
$350,000.000 a month and that to tnak* 
good her losses in material she must 
incur an in »-easing charge as war pro 
ceeds. 
But Russia has not suffered anything 
like the industrial losses of France 
and her business is going on pretty 
much us usual outside the war zone. 
Still the war cannot have cost bet 
much under $2.000,000,000 in the first 
five months 
Germany's war expenditure has not 
been officially indicated, but it is cal 
culated to be approximately the sam* 
as 
that 
of 
France—$.‘>00,000,000 
a 
month, including her payments to Tur­ 
key. 
But the cost of waging war is be 
coming progressively greater to Ger 
many, owing to the increased values 
of all war munitions as well as of 
provisions, and she suffers from th* 
same paralysis of production as France 
In the first five months Germany 
has spent* according to such data n- 
are available, mote than $ 1.500,09«».9« 
on the fighting, apart from ber losses 
in trade. 
Austria's affairs are in such uttei 
confusion that even her finance miu 
ister could not give any reliable in 
formation concerning her expenditures, 
which may be estimated at $1,ou0,000.- 
000 at least. 
Holland, Italy, Switzerland. Bulgaria 
and Roumania are ail incurring heavy 
liabilit'es in connection with the com 
plete or partial mobilization of theff 
armies, so that the actual outlay by 
warring countries does not comptet* 
the tale of financial woe arising fron 
thi* unprecedented struggle.

UNCLE SAM S NAVAL EXPERT. 


One W h o Does N o t h in g but Play With 


T o y Battleships. 
In a long, low building down near the 
rrier in Washington there Ls a mao 
who plays with toy ships on a toy 
ocean. And as a result of his play he 
can foretell exactly how the big battle* 
ships of ttie United Slates navy will 
behave in a storm at sea, and he can 
predict to a nicety how much horse­ 
power will be needed to drive the 
great transatlantic liners laden with 
their p a s s e n g e r s and freight. lie does 
this before even the keels of the ships 
have been laid down. 
He is a tiaval constructor in the 
United States navy, and the toy ocean 
on which be* works is the United States 
experimental model basin. The sheet 
of water in the basin is 500 feet long 
and fifty feet wide, with a maximum 
depth of fourteen feet. 
But iu this limited space the naval 
expert, working with a wave maker, a 
dynamometer, a towing bridge and 
other apparatus, can solve all the me­ 
chanical problems connected with the 
construction of a sh' . its probable 
roll when struck by giant waves and 
the horsepower needed in its tremen­ 
dous engines to drive it through the 
water. He works with wooden models 
twenty feet long. Some of them weigh 
1,000 pounds, none of them more thar* 
2,000. 
The 
other 
countries 
of

world use paraffine models, but he 
works 
entirely 
with 
the 
miniature 
ships of wood. 
Tbe drawings and plans of the bat­ 
tleships to be built by Uncle Sam are 
turned over to the constructor by the 
navy department's bureau of construc­ 
tion and repair. 
In a little shop ad­ 
joining the building which covers the 
mcdel basin the models are made aud 
painted. Bags of shot, each weighing 
twenty-five pounds, are kept on band 
to bring the model up to the corre­ 
sponding weight of the big ship. The 
final tests are made in the “toy ocean” 
near by.—Popular Magazine.
